Church Street. 


Police say that after the verbal altercation, 
Ronald Bojdin said he went home and did not 
return to the scene. Harris went to a relative's

When Harris, Gulley, and Harvey arrived at 
Rardin Avenue, they found Kajuanji Boldin, 18, 
and Jannard Jackson,17. The two groups 
exchanged shoves and punches and threw bot- 
tles at one ariother.

Health officials believe over 200 students at 
Glades Central could test positive for TB

Students at Glades: Central 
Community High School are 
being tested today. and tomor- 
row to see if they have been 
exposed to the tuberculosis 
virus. Doctors with the Palm 
Beach-County Health Depart- 
ment believe up to 20 percent 
of the: 1,200 students at Gladés 
Central may test positive to 
the bacteria. A student from 
the school was hospitalized 
with the disease in December. 

Dr. Rocio Loor, coordinating 
director for the TB program for 
the health department, said 


testing began Wednesday, Jan. 


.8 and will continue through 


Friday. 

"We've pulled staff from àll 
over the department to come 
out here to do.the testing," she 
said. Her concern is that stu- 
dents will avoid taking the test 
because of the small skin prick 
involved. “It’s a 10 minute 
test," she said. It's a superficial 
skin prick and feels like.a 
mosquito bite, she noted.- 

Symptoms of TB infection 
include fever, chills, coughing, 
weiglit loss and a weak or sick 
feeling. Dr. Loor said there are 
some. of the same symptoms as 


a. cold, but people should 
become concerned if it contin- 
ues for more than two to three 
weeks. 

Those who test positive will 
be given an exam, chest X-ray 
and sputum check. They will 
need to take Medication orally 
for six months. Tuberculosis is 
a curable disease, Loor 
said, but added that sibly 
14 percent of thóse who take 
the drugs could still get TB. 

Tuberculosis has an incuba- 
tion period of four to 12 weeks. 
Those students who test nega- 
tive will be screened again in 
three months.

WAYDN' goal is to help 
homeless residents

Ever wonder where the 
homeless sleep at night? Larry 
Diamond-knows where those 
without shelter in-the Glades 


. lay their heads to rest: 


Mr.- Diamond, executive 
director of the West Area 
Youth Development Associa- 
tion (WAYDA), says they're 
here, in numbers up to 200, 
and they're sleeping in cars, 
abandoned buildings, parks 
"and empty lots. 

WAYDA and other local orga- 
nizations hope to change that 
for as many down-and-out peo- 
ple as possible. 

"It's sad to be in a place this 
small and have so many home- 
less," he said. “And it has to be 
horrible to be.a kid and not 
have a home. 

*We need to do something 
about this, but we can't do this 
alone. We need as much help 
as we can get," said Mr. Dia- 
mond. 

Some of the homeless in the 
Glades have psychological 
problems, Mr. Diamond says, 
but others lack independent 
living skills and still others are 
chronic substance abusers. 

WAYDA has office space in 
the old. Glades Central Com- 
munity High School. They 
work with Heaven's Bread 
Basket, the Community Action 
Council and Together We 
Stand. 

Most of the time, Mr. Dia- 
mond works with the youth, 
but he got involved with the 
homeless after seeing so many 
come through the feeding pro- 
gram at Heaven's Bread Bas- 
ket: 

Mr. Diamond said his goal is 
to open a homeless shelter in 
the area to provide transition- 
al- housing for the needy. His 
organization rented a building 
behind Belle Glade City Hall 
which was used for pregnant 
and addicted women. He found 
out after renting the building 
that it was not zoned for the 
type of program he wanted to 
offer, so he is now looking for 
another location. 


He had hoped to use the site 
for Level 1 and 2 transition 
housing., Level 1 housing pro- 
vides meals, shelter, 24-hour 
supervision and on site staff. 
Residents could stay for three 
to six months. 

“During that time they are 
cleaning up and getting ready 
for job training," said Mr. Dia- 
mond. 

During Level II, he said they 
should be looking for, or have a 
job and should be ready to 
become independent. 

"This is where we try to rein- 
troduce them into society as 
productive individuals,” he 
said. 

Currently, he is applying for- 
grants to help with the pro- 
gram, but because of lack of 
funds the project is on hold. 

Diamond said WAYDA is a 
non-profit córporation which 
has been in existence just over 
a year. Mr. Diamond joined 
WAYDA in August, 1996. 

A graduate of Pahokee High 
School in 1976, Mr. Diamond 
has worked-in social services 
for many years. He attended 
Texas College in Tyler, Texas. 
and in 1983 he returned to the 
Glades and worked for the 
Western Palm Beach County 
Mental Health Clinic for five 
years and then the clinic im 
West Palm Beach for another 
two years. ~) 

Mr. Diamond was a coun- 
selor`for the Eckerd Youth 
Development Center for a year 
and then returned to the area 
to be thé housing manager for 
NOAH's Covenant Village for 
two years 

He then worked as the man- 
agement team coordinator at 
Glades Glen. 

While at Covenant Village 
and Glades Glen, he helped set 
up youth facilities. He says he 
hopes to continue working 
with the youth in the area 

For now though, his goal i$ 
to see as many homeless peo- 
ple as possible have a safe, 
warm place to sleep at night. 

He said if anyone)shares his 
goals, he can be found at the 
old Glades Central site.

planets in the solar system are 
too far away to have an appre- 
ciable impact on the earth’s 
tides. 

That explains. where the 
tides come from, but how do we 
know when they are coming? It 
begins with measurements, 
very careful measurements of 
the rise and fall of the water 
level over a long time. 
Instruments called tide gauges 
are placed at locations where a 
tide prediction is needed. 

After accumulating all that 
data, the information is com- 
puted into a mathematical 
process called harmonic analy- 
sis. Then, the tides can be pre- 
dicted, since ‘we know the 
future movements of the moon 
and the sun. So, as long as the 
moon and sun don't change 
their orbit and the earth stays 
in line too, the times of the 
high and low tides should be 
correct.

New Study Holds, 


Promise For Acute Ear Infections 


(DM)-Americans catch about one 
billion colds each year — with chil- 
dren being more susceptible and get- 
ting as many as six to eight a year, 
according to.estimates from the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
infectious Diseases. This high rate of 
colds in children is due to their lack 
of immunity (built-up resistance to 
infection) and close contact with 
other kids in enclosed environments, 
such as schools or day care centers. 

‘The good news is that most child- 
hood colds resolve without serious 
problems. However, some colds can 
cause complications, including 
sinusitis, bronchitis and otitis media 
Year infection). Acute otitis media 
(AOM) - inflammation of the middle 
ear. caused by accumulation of fluids 
containing mucus and pus — is the 
most commonly treated illness in 
children under the age of five. The 
onset of AOM is sudden, character- 
ized by ear pain, fever and irritability, 

When treating AOM, physicians. 
look for a drug to be active against 
the most common causative bacteria 
—* Streptococcus pneumoniae, 
„Haemophilus influenzae and 
Moraxella catarrhalis. Amoxicillin, 
which is chemically related to peni- 
cillin, traditionally has been first-line 
therapy for treatment of AOM. 
However, many bacteria'commonly 
associated with AOM have devel- 
oped the ability to change and make 
themselves resistant to penicillin- 
based antibiotics. 

That is why there is a growing con- 


; „cern regarding the emergence of 


penicillin-resistant bacteria in the 
United States. At a récent scientific 
méeting, researchers discussed the 
results of a multi-center clinical trial 
— Use of Cefprozil in Children with 
Recurrent Acute Otitis Media —

involving 262 children, which meg. 
sured the clinical activity of Cefzil 
(cefprozil)-against antibiotic-resis- 
tant bacteria in AOM. The study, 
conducted from December 1994:to 
October 1995, found that Cefzil, an 
oral cephalosporin antibiotic, is an 
effective and well-tolerated alterna- 
tive therapy for children with AOM, 
including cases of recurrent infection 
and previous treatment failure. 

The study, presented by Samuel E. 
McLinn, M.D., F.A.A.P., a private 
practice pediatrician and chairman of 
Infectious Disease, Scottsdale 
Memorial Hospital, Scottsdale, 
Ariza is the first large clinical trial in 
AOM to confirm that the most com- 
mon bacteria for recurrent otitis 
media in this subset of children were 
S. pneumoniae, H. influenzae and M.

What makes this study unusual is 
that it included children with récur- 
rent otitis media and previous trt 
ment failure, Children with these 
characteristics often are excluded 
ftom clinical trials.

Q. Do antiviral drugs cause 
any side effects? 

A. In clinical trials, Flumadine's 
side effects included nausea, insoni: 
nia, dizziness; each of which genef- 
ally occurred in less than 3 percent” 
of patients. Rimantadine should no[ 
be taken by people who have had a 
previous reaction to amantadine of 
rimantadine. Amantadine is associ- 
ated with a higher incidence of ad- 
verse central nervous system reao:

Q. What months are the most 
common to contract the flu? 

A. Most outbreaks of influenza * 
occur between October and May;

Florida has new building standards to keep 
radon from seeping into homes, but areas that 
face the greatest threat from the gas likely will 
not adopt the preventive measures, says a 
researcher who helped develop them. 

“With the political pressures on the counties, 
those that need the standards the most are the 
ones that are the least likely.to implement 
them,” said David Hintenlang, associate profes- 
sor of nuclear engineering sciences at the Uni- 
versity of Florida College of Engineering. + 

«UF has spent more than 20-years researching 
‘ion, a naturally occurring, invisible and odor- 
less gas that can cause lung cancer. When 
indoor radon came to the forefront as a public 
Health concern several years ago, the Florida 
Department of Community Affairs, which 
aede building codes for the state, asked 

researchers to help develop statewide stan- 

dards tó prevent high levels of radon in new 
ames and larger buildings. 

The standards they recommended ranged. 
-from passive, such as séaling foundations and 
‘checking for rádon in sand below the concrete, 
ito active -- including using systems to.suck air 
ifrom under the slab. The standards were initial- 
ily tested in houses built in the Gainesville area 
land Polk County. Interaction with builders 
lenabléd the researchers to develop standards 
that were practical and relatively inexpensive — 
labout $300 to $500 for an active system in a 
itypical new single-family home.

standards statewide as originally ehem leg- 
islators gavé each county the option of adopting 
the standards. 

Mo Madani, planning manager with the 
Department of Community Affairs in Tallahas- 
see, said no county so far has initiated action to 
adopt the standards. While his department has 
offered technical assistance to the counties, 
Madani said, some local leaders may find it 
hard to justify adopting the standards wher 
radon levels within individual counties can vary 
greatly. 

"We've done what we coüld to establish the 
standards,” Madani said. “And I.don't'see any 
further action taking place in the near future.” 

Emmett Bolch, associate chairman and pro- 
fessor of environmental engineering at UF, said 
that while he objects to implementing the stan- 
dards statewide, it’s clear politicians fear 
“redlining” — indicating their district is more 
hazardous than a neighboring one. 

When lawmakers considered the proposed 
residential standards last year, opposition was 
particularly strong in Polk: County, where a 
potential source of radon is gypsum, a chemical 
byproduct created during the manufacturing of 
Phosphoric acid: It contains radium, which cre- 
ates radon as it decays. Polk's state lawmakers 
said they were concerned that redlining the 
county as a "high-radon area" would hurt indus- 
try and stunt growth. 

The Florida Homebuilders Association and 
the Florida Association of Realtors also opposed 
the proposed state rules, which they said would 
cause the price of new homes to skyrocket.

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Rich archaeological site gives UF 
scientists new clues about early man

A 10,000-year-old underwater time capsule is 
giving University of Florida scientists new clues 
about the first people to survive the tumultuous 
transition from the Ice Age to today’s modern 
climate 

The site in the Florida Panhandle’s Aucilla 
River may be the richest archaeological find for 
its time. The area, once a center of concentrated 
human activity, was sealed and preserved by a 
prehistoric onslaught of flood waters, said Brin- 
nen Carter, a UF archaeologist and member of 
the excavation team. 

“These people who lived during this period 
had to adjust to drastic differences in climate, 
animals and plant life,” Carter said. “Popula- 
tions had to move, find new sources of food and 
water and make hew living arrangements to 
adapt to the far-reaching environmental 
changes. 

“Not only were these the earliest people to see 
modern climates, but they were the first not to 
rely heavily on mammoths and mastodons. 
Essentially, they were the first humans that 
weren't big game hunters. Perhaps that is why 
they appear to be more settled down." 

The excavation team's finding thàt these peo- 
ple lived in concentrated numbers lends one 
more piece to a growing body of evidence that 
humans of the early Archaic Period were less. 
nomadic than their hunting predecessors, he 
said.+ 

Stone Brojectile points, fire-cracked rock, bone 
tools and wood fragments collected from the 
site, named "Age/L n for the discoverer and 
landowner, show that Thdians lived and worked 
in the area, probably in relatively small bands, 
Carter said. 

What distinguishes this archaeological 
deposit from many others is the quantity and 
quality of artifacts, and that they can be dated 
to a relatively brief period of time, he said. © 

“The worked wood is especially noteworthy,” 
said team member Mark-Muniz, a UF anthro- 
pology researcher. “There has never been such a 
collection of worked wood dating so early. Many

Excavating the site are paleontologists and 
archaeologists from the Florida Museum of Nat- 
ural History at UF, led by David Webb, with 
funds from the Florida Department of State and 
the National Geographic Society. 

Before temperatures warmed, causing the 
polar ice caps to melt and sea levels to rise 
rapidly, Florida's landscape was much drier, 
resembling the savannahs of modern-day 
Africa. Lower sea levels made the peninsulag 
nearly twice its present size. The site under 
study was nearly 100 miles from the coastline 
10,000 years ago, compared to five miles from 
the Gulf of Mexico today. 

Scientists believe a flood caused the prehis- 
toric settlement's demise because the artifacts 
were found submerged .and encased in clay, 
where they lay undisturbed for 10,000 years, 
Carter said. Radiocarbon dates confine the 
camp's existence to a few generations, unlike? 
most other Camps, which are usually reoccupied 
over thousands óf years, he said. 

“Having such a short time period gives us the 
rare opportunity to reconstruct how a specific 
group of Paleo-Indians in time were living and 
what they were manufacturing," Muniz said. 
“And this is such an extraordinarily rich accu- 
mulation.that it feels as if we're excavating 
right on their front porch." 

Among the objects the UF.team found thats» 
reveal information about the inhabitants" 
lifestyle are an intact hearth, which was proba- 
bly used for cooking, given the presence of 
roasted turtle bone, and flint modified into pro- 
jectile.points, bolo stones and hammerstones. 
“The worked flint artifacts are really important 
because they show industrial capability,” Carter 
said. “These people were not only manufactur- 
ing the tools they hunted with but also the tools 
they used to produce other tools.” s 

Until now, scientists knew early Archaic peo- 
ple wete capable of manufacturing projectile 
points, but they didn't have evidence from the 
places where they were made, he said.

The facility is truly & state- 
of-the-art facility from a secu- 
rity standpoint. Along with its 
twin facility in Polk, it is the 
most secure facility of its kind 
in the state, and would rival 


virtually any other in the coun- ` 


try. From.a physical security 
standpoint, the Department of 
Juvenile Justice spared: no 
expense. From its microwave 
sensors on the fence to its 
futuristic control panels resem- 
bling something from the 
Kennedy Space Center, this 
facility is, without a doubt, the 
epitome of modern day correc- 
tional technology. There is one 
aspect of the security element 
which is clearly more impor- 
tant than any steel door or 
security camera - the people. 
All staff, prior to working with 
youths receive a full 120 hours 
of intense training including 
everything from behavior’man- 
agement to crisis intervention. 
The standards for employment 
are high. Applicants must
